ASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
Wr June 1.—The split be- 
tween President Wilson and the 
G.A.R. was widened here tonight 
when a great public mass meeting 
put the responsibility for the dismiss- 
al of old soldiers from the public serv- 
ice directly up to the President. 
Resolutions were adopted demand- 
ing that he order Postmaster-General 
Burleson to restore all old soldiers 
dropped from the postoffices through- 
out the country during the last few 
months. A specific resolution call- 
ing for such action with regard to the 
Washington postoffice was adopted 
also. 

While the meeting resolved itself 
inte a Republican roundup as far as 
the speakers were concerned; the 
sentiment expressed by the audience 
was non-partisan. 

Washington Gardner, Commander- 
-in-Chief of the G.A.R., and formerly 
a Representative in Congress from 
Michigan, declared that old soldiers 
are being dropped in New York and 
Chicago as well as Washington, and 
that they are being demoted from one 
end of the country to the other. 

“If President Wilson doesn't order 
these men reinstated,“ Mr. Gardper, 
deglared, tere is a court higher than 
tiie court of hypocrisy, a Court higher

Besides Mr. Gardner, the speakers 
were Mr. J. K. Gleeson, commander 
ef the District of Columbia G.A.R., 
Senator Smoot of Utah, Senator Jones 
of Washington, Co an Foss of 
Ohio and F. R. Gordon of Washing- 
ton. All are Republicans. There were 
no Democrats invited to speak.

Gordon said in differentiating WII- 
son, the politician, and Lincoln, the 
statesman, that “a politician is a man 
who is all brains with no heart, and a 
statesman ig a man with great brains 
but an even larger heart.“ 

While the speakers attacked the 
President largely on political grounds, 
upbraiding the G.A.R. for following 
Democratic leaders in the 1912 élec- 
tion because of the passage of the 
Sherwood pension bill, northern Dem- 
ocrats tonight were open in their crit- 
icism of the President's attitude to- 
ward the old soldiers. Several of the 
leaders of the northern wing of the 
party have told him* pointedly it is 
time to demonstrate that he is Presi- 
dent of the whole United States and 


not of the remains of the Confederacy. 


They have also told him his assump- 
tion of Jeffersonian simplicity must 
be called off; that it is more impor- 
tant for him to comp himself in 
line with the present dignity of his 
office than with its early traditions 

It developed today that the dem- 
onstration against the President at 
Arlington Saturday was deliberately 
arranged after the G.A.R. leaders 
learned he had accepted a second in- 
vitation to speak before a Confeder- 
ate gathering following his refusal to 
attend the Arlington memorial. 

Until they discovered that the 
President had promised Secretary 
Daniels to attend the meeting of the 
Ww omen of the Confederacy at Raleigh, 
N. C., June 10, the G. A R. committee 
was inclined to accept his change of 
mind as an evidence of a sincere de- 
sire on his part to be present at the 
Arlington exercises. But, on learning 
of his intention to go to Raleigh, they 
concluded he turned about from polit- 
ical motives only and they set abou 
to prevent his capitalizing his address. 

As a result of the feeling the Presi- 
dent has stirred up, there is-a move- 
ment now on foot in G.A.R. tircles to 
ignore him in the plans for the cele- 
bration of Memorial Day next year.

United States Geodetic Survey today 
shows that the latest violent volcanic 
eruption in the Mt. Lassen t oc- 
curred about 200 years „ the first 
violent outbreak occurri at least a 
century before the American revolu- 
tion. The estimated ages of the trees 
sti standing in the deposits support 
these geological observations. : 
A later and second period of erup- 
tion occurred about seventy years ago, 
but was of such a character as not 
to attract attention. The presence of 
hot springs in the Lassen district at 
Bumpase’s Hell, near the south base 
of the peak, shows continued volcanic 
activity. 

Geologically, Lassen Peak, which is 
of volcanic origin, is a recent forma- 
up by voleanic action 
which began at the close of the Ione 
Epoch and continuing until the pres- 
ent time. — 

The geologic district in which Mt. 
Lassen is situated is sixty-nine miles 
long and nearly fifty-three miles wide, 
comprising an area of 3634 square 
miles. Lassen Peak is the south ter- 
minus of the Caseade Range of Moun- 
tains. The Lassen Peak volcanic 
ridge is formed by a belt of volcanic 
cones twenty-five miles wide and fifty 
miles tong. Lassen Peak connects 
with Mt. Shasta by lava de ts. Ex- 
tending eastward over Northern Call- 
fornia, Oregon, Washington, Idaho 
and Montana is the largest lava field 
in the world, according to the infor- 
mation contained in a report of a geo- 
logical survey made in 1894 by J. 8. 
Diller. The lava fields cover an area 
of 200,000 square miles. 

Cinder Cone Crater, a short distance 
from Mt. Lassen, has a pit 248 feet 
deep. There are represented in the 
district twenty-two 
geological formations. The report of 
the survey made in 1894 draws a re- 
markable comparison between Cinder 
Cone and Mt. Vesuvius.

Majority Find It Too Much 
to Attend the Polls.

DES MOINES, June 1.—Returns 
from 200 of the 229 precincts received 
up to midnight tonight indicate that 
Senator A. B. Cummins has been re- 
nominated by a majority of approxi- 
mately 560,000 over A. C. Savage. Con- 
gressman Maurice Connelly ot 
Dubuque won the Democratic Sena- 
torial nomination handily from W. C. 
Meredith of Des Moines. Gov. George 
W. Clarke, Republican, has been re- 
nominated over his two rivals by an 
estimated plurality of 40,000. John 
T. Hamilton of Cedar Rapids, Demo- 
erat, has been nominated for Gov- 
ernor by a slight majority over V. R. 
McGinniss of Leon. 

The primary vote was the lightest 


per cent. of the voters taking the trou- 
bile to go to the polls. Very few farm- 
ers voted and the big vote was rolled 
up ® the eastern counties and in the 
larger cities. The victory of Cummins 
Was never in doubt after the first few 
precincts were received. The vote was 
so very light and so little interest was 
taken in the primaries it was difficult 
to get any returns from ‘the rural 
precincts over the State. 

The feeling was so listless that 
many judges in country precincts 
locked up thé ballots without count- 
ing them and went to bed.

IN ELECTRICITY. 


Wonders Shown at Conven- 
tion in Philadelphia. 


Revolution in Lighting Shown 
by Street Lamp. 


Cook Food by Clock-Regu- 
lated Range.

PHILADELPHIA, June 1.—From 


en Poppy Special, carrying dele- 
gates from the western coast to 
the thirty-seventh annual convention 
of the National Electric Light Con- 
vention. More than 6000 delegates 
are here from the United States, Can- 
ada and Europe. Two other special 
trains arrived from Georgia and II- 
Unols. The California special left San 
Francisco last Tuesday, making. stops 
at Salt Lake, Denver, Chicago and 
Pittsburgh. 

Thomas A. Edison, as well as Dr. 
Charles P. Steinmétz, who is re- 
garded by electrical experts as his suc- 
cessor in the first place among Amer- 
ican electrical scientists; Theodore N. 
Vail, who is spoken of as the head of 


| the telephone trust; Frank J. Sprague, 


who invented the present system of 
electrical street railways, and others 
almost equally prominent, are among 
the delegates. 

NEW STREET LIGHT. 

A revolution in street lighting is 
promised by one of the inventions 
shown at the current exhibition. This 
is an incandescent light which burns 
in a great glass bulb filled with nitro- 
gen gas. The light is so powerful that 
if unshaded A is injurious to the eyes. 

The latest in electrical ranges is an 
appliance regulated by a clogk. The 
housewife of the future endowed with 
one of these marvels may go out for 
the day after setting the range and 
may return when she pleases in the 
assurance that her dinner will be 
awaiting her, ready cooked. All that 
is necessary is that the food be placed 
properly in the oven. At an appointed 
time the range turns on its own pow- 
er. A clock work arrangement turns 
the power off automatically when the 
cooking is done. 

Electric toasters of almost human 
intelligence that reverse the siice of 
bread automatically also are shown. 


LOCATES THE BREAKS. 


In the larger division of the elec- 

trical display the most important of 
the new inventions are instruments by 
which breaks may be located in un- 
derground cables by merely moving a 
sensitive apparatus over the ground 
along the line of the cable. When 
the break is reached the instrument 
gives the signal through a telephone 
receiver. Crossed wires in electrical 
circuits may be traced with the same 
instrument, which is a scientific real- 
ization of the old divining rod. 
By the time the convention ends 
is hoped that the way will have 
been started to prevent for all time 
workmen being killed on poles, 
pedestrians suffering from fallen live 
wires, poorly built machinery care- 
fully guarded and men’s lives made 
safe in the plants among dynamos 
and generators. 

Another important subject which 
will come up during the week is that 
of electric vehicles. Prominent elec- 
tric men have made the prediction that 
within a few more years the transfer- 
rable battery will have taken its place 
in this business and electric trucks, 
etc., will be sold without a battery, 
the owner being able to get one at 
any garage, use it until it wears out, 
and exchange it at some other ga- 
rage.

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, June 1.—With organized la- 
bor warned in advance that it is be- 
ing buncoed by the Democratic party, 
the House today adopted without a 
dissenting vote the compromise 
amendment exempting trades unions 
and farmers’ organizations . from 
prosecution under the anti-trust laws 
as combinations and conspiracies in 


|] restraint of interstate commerce. 


Union labor had some of its best 
“pickets” in the House to “spot” the 
members as they voted. Among the 
spotters were Gompers and other of- 
ficers of the A.F.L. 

The bunco charges have been giv- 
en color by the altercation which 
has arisen between the Democrats 
and the Federation of Labor concern- 
ing the amount of exemption guar- 
anteed by the provision. 

Frank Morrison, secretary of the 
federation, says it confers complete 
exem pti — from prosecution for all 
operations of labor unions, including 
strikes and primary and secondary 
boycotts. 

WILSON’S VIEW. 

President Wilson said today that 

the exemption merely legalises the 
existence of unions, but does not con- 
fer immunity from prosecution for 
Violation of the anti-trust laws. 
The President informed callers to- 
day that there is nothing in the ex- 
emption that conflicts with his pre- 
viously-expressed opinion that union 
labor should not be immune from 
prosecution under the Sherman anti- 
trust law for any violation of the in- 
hibitions against combinations in re- 
straint of trade. He contends that 
the new section of the Clayton bill 
merely clarifies the intent of the 
Sherman law by legalizing labor 
unions and farmers’ associations or- 
ganized for legitimate purposes and 
he looks upon it as a concession to 
union labor only because there has 
been some doubt in the minds of 
their leaders about the decisions of 
their 
rights to organize. For himself he 
had never doubted their right to do 
so, he declared. 

Section No. 18 of the Clayton bill, 
which the labor leaders declare re- 
moves all restrictions on the rights 
of organized labor to engage in pri- 
mary and secondary boycotts, is not 
considered by the President to make 
any essential difference in the exist- 


ins control of the Sherman law. over 


labor unions. He declares that if the 
Clayton bill becomes a law and labor 


should then transgress the Sherman 


it would still be Hable to prose- 
cution, 


FROM THE BILL. 

The section of the Clayton anti- 
trust bill carrying the original exemp- 
tion, approved by President Wilson, 
provides: 

“That nothing contained in the 
anti-trust laws shall be construed to 
forbid the exisience and operation of 
fraternal, labor, consumers, agricul- 
tural, or horticultural organizations, 
orders or associations, instituted for 


the purposes of mutual help, and not 


having capital stock or conducted for 
profit, or to forbid or restrain indi- 
vidual members of such organizations, 
orders, or associations from carrying 
out the legitimate objects thereof.” 

is was adopted by the House, 
which then added the following com- 
promise amendment approved by Wil- 
son and Gompers: 

Nor shall such organizations, or- 
ders, associations or the members 
thereof be held or construed to be 
illegal combinations or conspiracies in 
restraint of trade under the anti-trust 
law 


It will be up to the courts, in case 
the provision becomes a law, to decide 
whether the exemption is qualified as 
interpreted by the President or com- 
prehensive as viewed by Gompers.

It is not improbable that he could

His compositions are recognized as 
masterly; he is also acknowledged to 
be a finished leader, even if he pre- 
fers to remain in Helsingfors to re- 
siding in Vienna, Berlin, London or 
Boston. 

His standing, his name, might be- 
come a valuable asset here for the 
musical congress, as since 1899 he 
has been crowned master of compo- 
sition and of orchestral direction. 

Much fault. has been found with 
Sibelius’s somberness, which has 
been taken by those who do not know 
him for an affectation and a pose. 

It is only a constitutional state of 
mind and not im the least a masquer- 
ade. Sibelius is a Finn and most 
Finns are serious, quiet, and often 
somber; like his countrymen, but 
possibly an excessive type, he is ele-

Sibelius looks like one of the an- 
cient Saga.

It is not every 
musical student who can travel to 
Helsingfors to hear Sibelius. Since 
he is so close to us, why not induce 
him to come?

Today the District Attorney may be 
asked to issue a complaint charging 
Harry C. Holdsworth, manager of the 
Whittier News, and owner and driver 
of the car that hit Mundell, with man- 
slaughter.

Federal Judge Dooling Decides Against United States 


in Litigation Involving Mi 


lions of Dollars Worth of 


Choice Kern County Territory, Holding Taft Order to 


Exceed Rightful Presidential Powers, 


NITED STATES District Judge 
DoolAng yesterday decided against 
the government in the action of 
the United States against the Midway 
Northern Oil Company and others, in- 


| volving the legality of what is known 


as the withdrawal order of ex-Presi- 
dent Taft, applying to valuable oil 
lands in Kern county. The decision 
holds that the action of the Executive 
of September 27, 1909, was unauthor- 
ized and illegal. ; 

So far as the United States District 
Court is concerned this disposed of 
four cases, all of which involve the 


Consolidated Midway Oil Company, 
the National Pacific Ol Company, 
the American Oilfields Company and 
the Midway Northern Oil Company, 
and a host of individuais are affected, 
It leaves undetermined two actions

week. . 

The legality of the withdrawal or- 
der is the crux of the litigation in 
which the oil interests of California 
and Wyoming figure, and it is prob- 
able that an appeal will be taken to 
the Distriet Court of Appeals, and 
finally to the United States Supreme 
Court. If the opinion of this last- 
named court, to be delivered either 
on June 8 or 15 in Washington, where 
it is pending on appeal from the Dis- 
trict Court of Appeals of Wyoming 
from the decision of Judge Riner of 
Cheyenne, follows the lines laid down

lands for public purposes, and in the 
approval by Congress of the exercise 
of this power in many Instances 
other than the one in question. It was 
also alleged by the government that 
such authority inheres in the Execu- 
tive under the Constitution, subject 
only to the paramount authority of 
Congress. 

THE OPINION.

There is really no excuse to be with- 
out a flower garden. 

“Il have not been in Southern Cal- 
ifornia long enough to form an opin- 
ion of the flower gardens. I have 
seen enough, however, to convince me 
of the wonderful opportunities here 
for growing flowers. Marvelous re- 
Sults can be obtained here by reason 
of the climate and soil conditions.”

PRECEDENT FOR OCEAN

Los ANGELES HARBOR, June J. 
Ine case of members of the crew 
of the steamer Santa Clara for salvage 
in picking up the disabled steamer 
Roanoke, involving points new in 
maritime law, has been affirmed by 
the United States Circuit Court of 


Appeals. 
April 10 the Roanoke, while bound 
from San Pedro to San Francisco, 
lost her propellor off Point, Arguello. 
The Santa Clara, south bound from 
San Francisco, anewered her wireless 
calls for assistance and towed the dis- 
abled steamer back to San Francisco. 
Every member of the crew, excep- 
ing the master and chief engineer, 

libeled the Roanoke for salvage. 
procedure was most unusual 


The 
because of the fact that both steam- 


ers were ownedd by the North Pa- 
cific Steamship Company. The own- 
ere set up as a defense the claim that 
because of this fact no salvage claim 
should be allowed and that, further- 
more the claim, had the two vessels 
been under separate ownership, would 
righly be one for towage and not 
salvage. 

The lower court awarded each 
member of the crew half a month's 
pay amounting in the aggregate to 
$887.60. This decision has now been 
armed by the Circuit Court. The] 
case has been of unusual interest to 
shipping men and may be carried 
higher.

HERMOSA BEACH IN 
IMPOSING STYLE,

HERMOSA BEACH, June 1—4 
meeting of the members of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the Woman's Cit;

\ STRIKES WOMAN.| 


BULLET PLOWS INTO HER HIP 
HUNDRED YARDS AWAY. 


Angeleno’s Revolver Discharged in 
Riverside Park—Important Deci- 
sion of Judge Puts Election Re- 
sults to the Bad—Location of High 
School Depends on Litigation.

No. 1129 West Sixth street, Los An- 
geles, is thanking his lucky stars that 
the accidental discharge of his revol- 
ver in the midst of a crowd at Fair- 
mount Park resulted no more serious- 
ly than to wound Mrs. Frank Am- 
stutz of West Riverside. 
Corby and two companions were 
spending a few hours in the park on 
their way home from an outing trip 
in the mountains. The weapon was 
discharged as Corby pulled it from 
his pocket. The ball struck Mrs. Am- 
stutz, who was about 3800 feet dis- 
tant, in the hip. The bullet struck 
bone, glanced, and emerged a few 
inches from the point of entrance. 
Corby did not realize he had in- 
jured any one until Mrs. Amstutz’s 


husband informed him of the result 
of the shot. Corby expressed his re- 
gret at the accident, and promised to 
make good the doctor’s bills. Am- 
stutz says he will not prosecute the
